The premiums paid by all of the insured make it possible to 
repair the losses by fire and to provide for the families of men 
removed by death without burdening- anybody. This has 
come to he so generally recognized that no prudent man fails 
to insure his property and his life. 
No one knows the hour ol 


his death'or the time when bis house, his factory or his store 
may go up in smoke. The only sure protection against dan- 
eer as it conies in tbe form of lire or death is insurance, and a 
knowledge of this fact is what has brought the insurance busi- 
ness to its present immense proportions. 


A common expression in connection with life insurance is 


that Ihe insured must "die to win." This is utter nonsense. 
The knowledge that a man's family is adequately protected is 
a source of great satisfaction as he goes through lile, and in- 
numerable families that have been saved from want and dis- 
tress by life insurance constitute a glowing tribute lo insu- 
rance as an institution. 


Property should be insured in accordance with ns value, but 


the man makes a mistake who burdens himself \vilh lite in- 
surance. J:very man should carry what be can comfortably 
afford to carry, and no more. It is not the duty of a man who 
has to work bard for a living to try to leave his family rich. 
Me should provide for his dependents in proportion to bis 
means, and, having done this, he lias done his whole duty. 
The man who docs less is either inexcusably thoughtless or 
lacking-ill tbe characteristics of true manhood. 


Tbe fact that there lias been of late a substantial decrease 


in railroad accidents is good news, and belter still if it is the 
result of greater care rather than a streak of good luck. There 
is room for big improvement in this field, and il is to be hoped 
thai the recent favorable records arc an indication that railroad 
men and Ihe public generally are waking up to the situation..
